Don’t use grandchildren as weapon 
when there’s a breakup: Craitor

Bill 34, which amends existing laws, 
was recently given royal assent after being 
reintroduced by NDP MPP Michael Man- 
tha (Algoma-Manitoulon) earlier in the felt 
He said the new legislation brings Ontario 
in line with other provinces. 

During debate on the bill at Queen’s 
Park, Mantha thanked former MPPs Crai¬ 
tor and Christine Elliott (Whitby-Oshawa) 
and current MPP Cheri DiNovo (Parkdale- 
High Park) for their work over the years on 
this issue. 

Shortly after being elected MPP, Crai¬ 
tor said he was approached by a group of 
grandparents who educated him about 
the challenges they were facing regarding 
access to their grandchildren. 

“That took me down the road to intro¬ 
ducing legislation in the house five times to 
change the Child Law Reform Act," he said. 
"We wanted to change sections of the act to 
say to the court they should put significant 
emphasis when they receive an applica¬ 
tion from a grandparent to have custody or 
access or visitadonrights.” 

Craitor said he spent considerable time 
discussing this issue with NDP MPP Wayne 
Gates after he was elected for Niagara Falls. 
He also provided input to any groups that 
contacted him wanting to find out what 
else they could to do to try to get this legis¬ 
lation passed. 

75,000 grandparents in Ontario have been 
estranged from their grandchildren and 
have been pushing for improvements to the 
laws for more than a decade. 

Craitor said this legislation should have 


been passed long ago, but the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment never took it to the next step, 
which was the public hearings, so that peo¬ 
ple could have a say about it one way or 
another 

“I was ecstatic when this finally passed. 
I had a number of grandparents call me, 
but for a number of them it’s sad because 
the years have gone by and it’s too late for 
them,” he said. “What is sad in some of 
these cases is that it has nothing to do with 
the relationship between the grandparents 
and the child, it was more of a disagreement 
between the family so the grandparents got 
pulled into it and it was not because they 
had done anything inappropriate and vice 

While the new legislation doesn't auto¬ 
matically grant grandparents access, it does 
mean courts must consider them in cus¬ 
tody cases, while also looking at what's in 
the best interest of the child. 

“There was no reason for this bill not to 
have passed years ago,” said Craitor “This 
was not a bill that was asking for money. It 
was simply telling the courts thatwhenyou 
get an application from grandparents have 
a look at it There are cases where grand¬ 
parents have gone to court, it has cost them 
thousands of dollars and they were not suc¬ 
cessful. This doesn’t tell the courts what to 
do, it gives them a better sense of direction, 
and it’s more fair for the grandparents.” 

Craitor said there's one message he 
hopes people will keep in mind when 
there’s a break up in a relationship—don’t 
use the grandchildren as a weapon against 
the grandparents because those relation¬ 
ships are important for both sides.

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GRINCH POPCORN 



DIRECTIONS: 

1. Make the popcorn. (They suggest making it the old fashioned way for a 
better taste, but you can also make it in the microwave.) 

2. Salt the popcorn liberally, and make sure you remove all of the unpopped 
kernels. 

3. Melt the butter in a medium sauce pan. Once it is melted, add 3 cups of 
the mini marshmallows and stir until they are melted. 

4. Turn off the heat and add a couple drops of yellow food coloring. Mix 
until the mixture is bright yellow, then add in one very small drop of blue 
food coloring and stir. This combination of food coloring should give you 
the perfect “Grinch Green” color.

Drizzle a little bit of the remaining marshmallow mixture over the 
popcorn, but do not mix it in - you will need the mixture on the top so 
the candy will have something to stick to. 

7. Sprinkle the remaining marshmallows and the red M&M’s (they represent 
the Grinch’s tiny heart that grew three sizes!) onto the popcorn while it 
is still warm and sticky, concentrating on the areas where you drizzled 
the marshmallow mixture. 

8. Allow the popcorn to cool, then break apart into pieces and serve! (You 
can store the popcorn for a few days in a Ziplock bag or an airtight 
container, but it will get a little chewy as the popcorn absorbs the 
marshmallow mixture. If you are making this for a party, we suggest 
making it as close to the time you will serve it as possible, but it will still 
taste good if you need to make it early!)

A certain measure of overindulgence is anticipated during the holiday sea¬ 
son. Rich foods and desserts are served, and parties are plentiful. However, 
those who plan to stick to their healthy eating plans can still enjoy tastes of 
the season without compromising their fitness or dietary goals. 

Many recipes can be made healthier with some simple substitutions, and 
that even includes decadent desserts.

Wickedly Decadent Deep Chocolate Truffles 
Makes 24 

6 ounces semisweet chocolate 
6 ounces very low-fat fromage frais 
2 tablespoons confectioners' sugar 
VL teaspoon vanilla extract 
1/2 ounces semisweet chocolate, grated 

1. Break the chocolate into a bowl over a pan of simmering water. Let it melt, stirring occasionally. 

2. In a separate bowl, whisk together the fromage frais and sugar. Whisk in the vanilla. 

3. When the chocolate is melted and smooth, remove from the heat and allow to cool slightly. Slowly whisk the choco¬ 
late into the fromage frais mixture, using a rubber spatula to incorporate every bit of chocolate. Cover with plastic 
wrap and chill for an hour. 

4. Line a baking sheet with waxed paper. Scatter the grated chocolate on a plate. Scoop out the chilled chocolate 
mixture in teaspoonfuls, roll into balls, then roll the balls in the grated chocolate and put on the prepared baking 
sheet. Cover with plastic wrap and refrigerate until firm. 

5. Put the truffles in small paper cases. Store in an airtight container in the refrigerator until ready to use.
